On the
other hand» counsel for thn prisoner state
that dootors prefer to examine a patient
without the presence of another doctor,
unless such doctor has been called In by
tho rotondine/ physician for consultation,
The" request for a privato physician

comes, it is stated, from Dr. Wlsner
Townsoiid. and Mrs. Townscnd, brother
and mother of tho prisoner.
